Election/Restrictions

Group II, claim(s) 19-28 and 32-36 drawn to a product (fibrous support). 

The inventions listed as Groups-I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
While the combination of the two categories is permitted under PCT practice, only one 
invention is permitted in each category, and the Group-I category contains apparently 
three inventions directed to products having reinforcing means optionally located, which 
could result in or be used as other products than as claimed.
